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Man  has  always  been  awe-stricken  by  the  first  and  the 
fastest.  Be  it  a  chariot,  a  steamboat  or  rocket,  if  it  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  or  the  fastest  to  get  where  it  is  going, 
these  two  factors  are  sure  to  wield  compelling  powers  over 
human  fancy.  While  acclaiming  such  achievements  of  his 
own,  man  often  fails  to  realize  that  the  first  and  the 
fastest  of  all  is  not  a  work  of  man,  but  one  of  G-d — Light. 
Throughout  history,  few  things  have  symbolized  as 
many  different  concepts  as  light.  The  Ancient  Egyptians 
worshiped  the  sun  and  its  light.  To  the  Greeks,  truth  and 
justice  were  represented  by  an  eternal  flame.  To  the  medi- 
eval scholars,  light  was  a  symbol  of  learning. 


These  concepts  which  light  has  represented,  however, 
were  but  the  products  of  a  few  men's  gigantic  minds.  Truth 
was  that  which  the  Church  dictated.  Man,  himself,  was 
not  allowed  to  probe  the  universe  or  to  examine  his  inner 
soul.  He  could  place  little  confidence  in  justice,  for  that 
was  no  more  than  what  an  arbitrary  ruler  dispensed.  The 
learning  of  earlier  times,  too,  represented  a  legacy  of 
superstitions  and  misconceptions  zealously  guarded  by  an 
omniscient  few. 

Yet,  as  time  passed  on,  the  blight  of  sanctimony,  tyr- 
anny, and  ignorance  in  man  was  slowly  being  healed. 

About  the  time  that  Newton  discovered  that  the  light 
of  the  sun  was  a  spectrum  of  all  colors,  rather  than  a  unity 
of  one,  mankind  began  to  realize  that  its  truths  were  not 
immutable,  that  justice  must  be  more  than  the  whim  of  a 
monarch,  and  that  human  knowledge  is  subject  to  change. 
Civilization,  then,  embarked  upon  a  path  of  tolerance; 
people  had  begun  to  doubt.  And  soon  they  realized  that 
they  could  learn  more  in  generations  than  in  the  millennia 
before. 


So  it  is  with  man:  He  learns  most  when  he  doubts  all 
that  he  learns.  He  achieves  greatness  when  he  is  tolerant 
of  somone  with  a  new  idea,  to  a  person  with  whom  he  dis- 
agrees, to  the  members  of  a  race  which  his  fathers  have 
hated.  His  triumphs  come  when  all  receive  the  same  justice, 
be  it  the  rich  or  the  poor,  the  mighty  or  the  weak.  He 
attains  his  victories  when  he  views  truth  in  an  ever-changing 
light. 

He  sees  most  clearly  when  his  way  is  illuminated 
by  the  light  of  the  full  range  of  the  spectrum — constantly 
reminding  him  that  there  are  more  ideas  than  one.  It  is 
a  dynamic  world  in  which  man  lives.  The  truths,  the  justice, 
and  the  knowledge  of  today  may  be  the  errors  of  a  bygone 
age   in   the    light   of  tomorrow.

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TO  THE  1959  GRADUATING  CLASS 

As  you  are  completing  your  secondary  education,  you  are  about  to  enter 
the  next  phase  in  the  building  of  your  future— College.  There,  you  will  discover 
that  your  horizon  grows,  in  scope  and  in  depth.  At  last  you  will  be  thinking  of 
the  future,  as  well  as  the  present.  College  requires  many  careful  decisions.  You 
will  be  wondering,  for  example,  whether  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  arts 
or  on  the  sciences,  and  if  in  the  sciences,  which   special   area  will  be  your  goal. 

The  studies  you  undertake  will  have  a  positive  and  definite  bearing  on  your 
life.  Also,  the  complex  world  in  which  we  live — the  scientific  and  nuclear  age — 
necessitates  great  care  in  your  college  work.  Proper  selection  of  courses  is  very 
important;  and,  once  selected,  each  subject  deserves  individual  attention,  so  that 
it  is  fully  understood  and  becomes  meaningful.  Later  in  your  university  life,  you 
will  be  asked  to  select  some  specialized  curriculum.  This  decision  may  not  be  an 
easy  one — but  it  will  be  your   decision  to  make. 

In  gaining  these  rights,  however,  it  is  important  that  you  recognize  certain 
responsibilities.  Regardless  of  your  choice  and  direction,  there  is  an  additional  factor 
which  you  must  take  into  account.  This  is  epitomized  in  the  dictum:  "Not  by  bread 
alone  doth  man  live,  but  by  the  spirit."

A  full  life  is  much  more  than  making  a  living.  You  must  assume  a  social  and 
a  spiritual  responsibility.  That  is  true  of  all  citizens  who  want  to  live  a  full  and 
rounded  life,  a  life  useful  not  only  to  himself  and  his  family,  but  to  the  community 
at   large. 

For  the  Jews  in  particular,  it  is  essential  to  think  of  the  future  in  its  broader 
aspects,  not  only  in  terms  of  service  to  self,  but  also  to  the  country  and  to  the  Jewish 
people  as  a  whole,  wherever  they  be,  in  the  diaspora  or  in  the  State  of  Israel. 

We  must  all  be  part  and  parcel  of  the  movement  which  directs  its  energies  to 
the  preservation  of  the  Jewish  people,  of  the  Jewish  way  of  life,  and  of  the  Jewish 
heritage.   Only   by  such  efforts   will  the   preservation    of  Judaism    be  assured. 

This  aim,  this  task,  falls  especially  on  you,  graduates  of  Yeshiva  University  High 
School.  You  must  plan  to  be  the  leaders  of  tomorrow.  It  is,  therefore,  incumbent 
upon  you  to  plan  your  work  in  the  next  phase  of  your  education.  You  must  be  pre- 
pared to  assume  the  tremendous  responsibilities  that  will  rest  on  you — the  leaders 
of  tomorrow. 

Whether  you  continue  in  our  Yeshiva  College  or  elsewhere,  our  prayers  and 
good  wishes  will  always  follow  you.

")  forth  from  these  sacred  halls  to  continue  their  education,  most  of  them  in  our  own 
5shiva  and  its  College,  and  some  in  other  institutions  of  learning.  What  advice,  what 

•  ■unsei,  can  I  give  you  on  the  threshold  of  your  young  manhood?  Perhaps  I  can 
|t  it  briefly  by  saying  that  in  your  endeavors  and  strivings  for  the  future,  make  sure 
tat  you  will  be  preparing  yourselves  not  so  much  for  making  a  living,  important 
I  that  may  be,  but  for  making  a  life.  Try  to  separate  the  trees  from  the  forest. 
I)n't  heed  slogans  and  do  not  follow  blindly  the  leadership  of  the  blind.  Think  for 
I  urselves  and  try  to  figure  out  what  will  be  best  for  you  in  the  life  you  are  planning 
I    lead. 

When  you  go  to  College,  as  everyone  of  you  will,  try  to  enroll  in  those  courses 
■3t  will  lead  to  the  development  of  a  full,  a  complete  personality.  Make  your  edu- 
;tion  as  broad  as  possible.  Do  not  load  up  on  sciences  because  the  present  trend, 
.  atever  the  causes  may  be,  is  to  worship  at  the  feet  of  mathematics  and  sciences. 

•  member  you  will  have  to  live  In  an  environment  In  which  you  will  come  in  contact 
■  •h  all  kinds  of  people.  You  will  have  to  learn  to  get  along  with  them  and  to  speak 
■;Ir  language. 

A  very  wise  man  once  said  that  the  truly  educated  man  Is  one  who  has  contact 
'h  many  of  the  facets  of  one's  environment.  In  planning  your  education  give  due 
;ice  to  mathematics  and  the  sciences,  for  we  are  living  In  a  highly  scientific  age, 
:t  do  not  neglect  the  humanities — the  social  studies,  languages,  English,  music,  art, 
id  the  others.  Plan  wisely  and  make  the  base  of  your  cultural  background  as  wide 
id    broad   as   possible. 

Take  care  to  become  not  only  an  efficient  engineer,  a  capable  physician,  a  well- 
iilned  teacher,   an  eloquent   lawyer,   a   shrewd    business   man,   a   learned   rabbi,   but, 
h  it  all,  a  cultured  and  well-informed  man.

EDWARDS:   This   is    Douglas    Edwards    reporting   from   the    lobby   of 

Y.U.H.S.  for   C.B.S.   Worldwide    News.   Since   elections  for  the    posf 

of  registrar  were   announced  two  days  ago,  Y.U.H.S  has  been  in  a 

chaotic  state.

(Scene  changes  to  Shapiro  Memorial  Library.) 
SEVAREID:  There  seems  to  be  little  hope  now  that  Mr.  Abrams 
will  return.  Rumors  that  he  has  choked  on  a  fortune  cookie  have 
been  discounted.  As  for  the  election:  The  morning  after  the  fateful 
announcement  was  issued.

I  would  like  to  show  my  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Cobert  for  the  times  he  has  let  my  son  Eddie  out  of  history 
to  talk  to  me.  I  nominate  Mr.  Cobert. 

MR.  COBERT:  (Amid  boos  from  the  capitalists.)  Holy  gee,  Mr. 
Breinan,  thanks  a  lot.  But  fellas,  here's  the  pitch.  I  am  forced  to 
decline.  My  conscience  will  not  permit  me  to  be  registrar  as  long 
as  average  American  jerks  like  Harriman  and  Rockefeller  are  running 
our  country.  Why,  just  the  very  names  of  those  guys  are  anathema 
to  me.  Holy  gee,  Ronald  Q.  Swine  in  his  book  "Dirty  Capitalists", 
mentions  on  page  243  that  our  country  is  run  by  only  one  company. 
I  have  the  book  right  here  in  my  briefcase.  I  got  it  as  a  paperback, 
a  real  bargain  at  $  1 .98.  .  . . 

HARWELL:  Are  there  any  other  nominations?  Mr.  Bloom? 
MR.  BLOOM:  What  did  you  say? 

DR.  HARWELL:  I  said,  "Mr.  Bloom,  do  you  want  to  nominate  any- 
one?" 

MR.  BLOOM:  (Amid  chorus  of  "Flow  Gently  Sweet  Afton.")  Oh! 

I  may  have  been  crunching  my  Clark  Bar  just 
a  little  too  loudly  before.  No,  I  don't  want  to  nominate.  Mr.  Leibel 
Junior  does,  though.

MR.  LICHTENBERG:  And  I   have  to  attend  that  Zionist  meeting. 

DR.  HARWELL:  Dr.  Sreitzer,  or  is  it  Mister? 

MR.  GREITZER:   It's  Mr.,  but  call  me  Dr.  I  would   like  to  nominate 

a  man  of  true  genius,  a  man  whose  perceptive  mind,  keen  grasp  on 

things,    perspicacity,    kindness,    wisdom,    fine    judgment,    and    above 

all,    modesty,    entitle   him   to  the    highest  of   posts.

I'm  quitting 
right  now.  I've  got  a  good  job  lined  up  writing  pamphlets  against 
the  Shichitah  Bill. 

MR.  SCHAIN:  Does  anyone  else  have  something  to  contribute? 
Way  In  the  back!  (he  points  to  Mr.  Wollman,  who  Is  actually  stand- 
ing way  in  the  front)  ,■, 


MR.  WOLLMAN:  Gee,  fhat  was  a  fine  speech!  It  was  97%  perfect. 
But  I  felt  Rabbi  Bernstein  could  have  been  a  little  more  emphatic. 
Of  course,  he  doesn't  have  to  agree  with  me.  In  fact,  if  he  didn't 
agree  with  me,  I'm  sorry  and  I  apologize. 

(There  is  a  commotion  in  the  back  of  the  Beis  Medrish.  The 
Rabbonim  are  trying  to  select  a  spokesman  from  amongst  them- 
selves. Rabbi  Parness  modestly  defers  to  Rabbi  Feldblum,  Rabbi 
Feidblum  to  Rabbi  Yankelewltz,  Rabbi  Yankeiewitz  to  Rabbi  Weiss. 
Rabbi  Katz  finally  breaks  the  deadlock.) 

RABBI  KATZ:  I  would  like  to  make  things  as  clear  as  they  are  to 
everybody  in  my  shiur,  which  means  I'll  have  to  wait  for  Boylan  to 
explain.  I  may  speak  your  language,  but  I  really  can't  be  expected  to 
understand  it  too.  Yiddish  I  use  only  when  the  administration  walks 
in.

Rebbe,  what  can  you  expect?  By  the  way,  did  I  teach  you  my  four- 
year  psychology  course?  All  you  need  are  four  words,  "You  hate 
your  parents." 

RABBI  REGUER:  M'ret  oom'ret  oom'shushketsach! 
RABBI  TENDLER:  Just  wait  until  the  afternoon  when  the  Assistant 
Dean  confers  with  the  Bible  Staff. 

RABBI  GROSSMAN:  My  dear  Rabbi  Tendlar,  will  you  pleez  resignate 
and  be  get  out  of  'ear? 

(Suddenly  a  great  blast  of  a  shofar  resounds  through  the  hall. 
One  hundred  fierce  Freshmen  Storm-Troopers  march  in,  followed 
by  Rabbi  Gordon  riding  on  a  white  mule.  The  anxious  crowd  is 
momentarilly  silent.  Then  Rabbi  Gordon  rises  and  proclaims.  .  .  .) 
RABBI  GORDON:  Rabbosai,  I  am  taking  over  the  registrarship  by 
a  coup  d'etat.  My  Freshmen  have  been  training  at  mishmar  for  this 
so  don't  try  anything. 

RABBI   PARNESS:  You  can't  do  this.  It  is  an  issur  meediorysaw. 
RABBI  GORDON:  G-d  is  on  the  side  of  the  biggest  battalion  and 
my  battalion  led  by  Rabbi  Dardac,  is  outside.  So  G-d  is  on  my  side, 
Rabbosai! 

RABBI  WEISS:  H-H-Who  gave  you  this  pshat,  the  Hebrew  teacher? 
RABBI  GORDON:  I  am  the  Hebrew  teacher.  I  think  it's  in  Berachos. 
RABBI  WEISS:  (biting  his  beard)  I  also  learned  Berachos  once.  Kele- 
mer,  bring  me  a  Berachos. 
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Suddenly,  a  cloud  of  smoke  is  seen  entering  through  the  door. 
A  figure  of  a  "man"  is  seen  through  the  mist.  He  unwraps  his  tripple- 
breasted  coat.  By  now,  everyone  realizes  who  it  is — Fuldal! 
RABBI  FULDA:  Stop!  I  was  blowtorching  my  kitchen  when  one  of  my 
students  told  me  to  come  right  away.  I  will  now  proceed  to  save  the 
day.  Yes,  taking  over  the  registrarship  by  means  of  force  is  assur! 
I've  called  up  Rabbi  Solovechick  in  Boston.  He  told  me  to  bring 
the  case  before  the  student  court  which  will  have  no  choice  but  to 
convict. 

COACH  HY  OCTANE:  If  you  are  going  to  tell  those  boys  they  have 
no  choice,  they  may  as  well  not  choose  at  all.  I'm  calling  Boston  too. 
We'll  see  what  Coach  Auerbach  of  the  Celtics  has  to  say. 
RABBI   FULDA:   It  is  too    late.   Rabbi  Gordon,  you  shall  be  called 
Masis  Gordon  from  now  on.   Do  you  have  anything  to  say? 
RABBI  GORDON:  Does  Macy  tell  Gimble? 

RABBI  TENDLER:  What  made  you  think  you  would  be  a  good 
registrar? 

RAABI  GORDON:  Well,  everyone  know  that  a  registrar  should  be 
bald,  and  my  college  class  said  I  have  the  hairline  most  likely  to 
recede. 
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CROWD:  Hooray  for  Fulda!  Manny's  our  Man!   Fulda's  a  great  guy! 
Raw!  Fulda  for  Registrar! 

RABBI  FULDA:  I  don't  really  know  if  I'll  have  the  time.  I  have  a  lot 
of  papers  to  mark  and  I  teach  at  Stern's  eight  nights  a  week. 

JUDD:  But,  Rabbi  Fulda 

RABBI  FULDA:  Yes,  Sershon,  I  always  see  your  point.  I  guess  I  have 
no  choice.  I  accept  the  nomination. 

(Now  that  the  candidates  were  chosen,  the  week-long  campaign 
began.  Both  sides  vied  for  the  dorm  vote.  The  multi-colored  side 
relied  on  big  posters.  A  nude  by  Mr.  Sobel,  with  the  saying — "She 
has  nothing  on — Greitier"  attracted  much  attention.  However,  the 
poster  was  taken  down,  not  by  Greitzer's  opposition  but  by  Mr. 
Sobel's  personal  opposition,  Mrs.  Sobel. 

Rabbi  Fulda's  campaign  was  based  on  the  principle  that

Rabbi  Fulda,  wearing  a  belt  and  two  pairs  of  suspenders,  appears 
on  the  stage  in  a  puff  of  smoke  and  begins  to  speak: 
RABBI  FULDA:  Hi!  Before  I  begin,  1  would  like  to  say  a  few  words. 
There  is  a  rumor  circulating  that  1  was  recently  seen  in  front  of  a 
Greek  bakery  without  a  yarmulka.  Of  course,  this  rumor  can  be 
given  no  credence  since  the  time  was  not  specified,  and  It  is  there- 
fore adoos  sh'ee  atoh  yachol  I'hazimah.  But,  even  if  we  could  accept 
the  testimony,  it  is  totally  untrue.  It  so  happens  that  at  the  time  i 
was  testing  a  small  Israeli  yarmulka,  which  might  have  easily  gone 
unnoticed  by  the  casual  rumor-spreader-at-large. 

Although  we  never  say  our  Rabbis  are  perfect,  1  believe  I  do 
have  certain  qualifications  that  should  make  me  a  successful  Registrar. 
I  am  intellectually  honest  and  1  have  a  wonderful  sense  of  humor. 
Through  my  recent  studies  of  the  Rambam  1  have  come  to  believe 
that  1  am  a  minor  prophet. 

As  for  the  cause  of  yellow  admits,  1  have  a  gizz-ay-raw  shaw-vaw 
(No,  that's  not  the  name  of  a  camp)  of  "yellow-yellow"  in  Shoaftim 
yud-zayin  which  proves  that  yellow  admits  are  required.  The  Ritvaw 
has  a  question  about  my  pshat,  but  my  wife  has  proven  that  the 
question  is  no  question.  (Dr.  Charles  holds  up  sign,  "YOUR  TIME 
IS  UP",  but  Rabbi  Fulda  continues:) 

My  platform  includes  the  following:  Firstly,  1  intend  to  apply 
Jewish  Law  to  the  administration  of  this  school.  For  example:  If 
student  X  cuts  a  class  of  teacher  Y,  and  A  and  B  are  witnesses  for  Y, 
then  C  and  D  come  and  mayzeem  A  and  B,  we'll  shoot  X.  This  will 
help  make  the  school  typically  Jewish. 

Secondly,  I  shall  get  tough  with  the  Seniors.  If  they  can't  keep 
up  with  each  other  in  class,  those  that  are  slower  than  those  that 
are  faster  will  get  sent  down  to  a  college  shiur. 
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There  have  been  complaints  that  I  don't  teach  In  Hebrew. 
Although  It  Is  Impossible  to  teach  a  difficult  text  In  Hebrew,  I 
will  institute  a  three  year  plan  by  which  French,  Spanish,  English, 
and  Latin  will  be  taught  in  Hebrew  while  Hebrew  will  be  taught  in 
Yiddish. 

In  order  to  minimize  the  Inherent  unfairness  of  oral  examina- 
tions, I  will  personally  examine  both  the  Hebrew  and  Yiddish  depart- 
ments. Since  approximately  three  weeks  will  be  given  to  each  class 
and  I,  myself,  will  make  up  the  marks  they  will  be  objectively  fair 
with  no  human  element  Involved.

Remember  MANNY  FOO  IS  THE  MAN  FOR  YOU!! 

As  Rabbi  Fulda  finishes,  a  mixture  of  applause  from  his  party, 
and  boos  from  his  opposition  is  heard.  Dr.  Charles  once  again 
alights  on  the  stage.  "All  right,  now,  before  ve  hear  the  second  can- 
didate, I'll  tell  you  about  the  election.  The  election  will  be  a  veek 
from  tomorrow  a  veek  ago."  Suddenly  the  lights  are  turned  out  on 
Dr.  Charles,  as  Bernard  Buchweltz  Is  seen  leaving  the  auditorium. 
Dr.  Charles  has  left  the  stage  to  recuperate  from  necrophobia.  Mr. 
Greltzer  calmly  walks  onto  the  stage  and  addresses  the  crowd. 
MR.  GREITZER:  Gentlemen!  I  think  you  all  know  me.  My  name  Is

BASKETBALL 


Owing  to  the  igraduatlon  of  two  of  last  year's  key  starters,  the 
1958-59  edition  of  the  Y.  U.  H.  S.  basketball  team  did  not  look 
forward  to  a  particularly  outstanding  season.  The  brightest  spots  on 
the  team  were  hiank  Resnlck  and  Gary  Katz,  the  returning  Co-Cap- 
tains. At  the  end  of  the  summer  vacation,  everyone  happily  noted 
the  amazing  improvement  displayed  by  Juniors  Kenny  Jacobson 
and  Lenny  hiirschfield.  With  these  four  and  Norm  Nissel  as  a  nucleus. 
Coach  Wettstein  drilled  and  fired  up  his  squad.  The  product  of  his 
efforts  was  an  efficient  team,  on  a  par  with  any  of  his  great  quintets 
of  the  past. 

The  all-important  question  of  whether  this  team  could  function 
under  pressure  was  soon  to  be  answered  for  the  season  opener  was 
to  be  played  -in  Madison  Square  Garden,  where  our  speedy,  scrap- 
py, team  was  to  face  last  year's  champs,  R.  J.J.  The  Raiders,  minus 
their  iron  man,  Rokeach,  proved  no  match  for  our  Mini-Mites  and 
we  won  easily  63-31.    Resnlck  was  high  with  23. 


GARY  KATZ  —  Co-Captain  —  Gary's  In- 
domitable attitude  pulled  the  team 
through  many  slumps  this  season.  Faced 
with  the  problem  of  learning  to  play  the 
difficult  center  zone,  Gary  developed 
into  an  exceptional  rebounder  and  was 
a  real  sparkplug,  both  offensively  and 
defensively. 


HENRY  RESNICK— Co-Captain,  named 
"Best  Prep  School  Ballplayer"  by  Met 
Sports  Writers'  Association,  Post  and 
Journal  American  All  Prep  first  teams — 
Hank's  808  points  in  his  three  years 
broke  our  all  time  life  time  scoring  rec- 
ord. There  is  no  doubt  that  if  not  for  an 
unfortunate  injury  which  hobbled  him 
throughout  the  second  half  of  the  season, 
"the  Leaper"  would  now  hold  every  in- 
dividual  school    scoring    record. 


The  team,  gaining  momentum,  rolled  over  H.I. L.I.  in  our  next 
game  83-33.  Resnick's  36  alone  was  enough  to  account  for  the.  win. 

Following  a  58-52  victory  over  Y.U.hl.S.B.  and  a  58-36  romp 
at  the  expense  of  the  Y.U.  Freshmen,  the  Mites  took  on  a  tall, 
strong  Cathedral  squad  on  their  home  court.  The  teams  were  very 
evenly  matched  and  neither  side  was  able  to  compile  a  substantial 
lead.  The  half-time  score  stood  at  32  all.  With  40  seconds  remain- 
ing in  the  game,  the  score  was  tied  at  66-all.  D.  Resnick,  who  had  led 
the  team  all  game,  put  on  a  terrific  exhibition  of  dribbling  dexterity. 
After  a  30  second  freeze  and  a  quick  time  out,  hHank  missed  a 
jumper  at  the  buzzer,  sending  the  game  into  overtime.  Scoring  off 
the  tap  we  went  ahead  by  two.  Towards  the  end  of  the  overtime, 
we  led  72-71   and  Hank  iced  it  with  two  fouls.  Final  score  74-73.

The  next  league  game  against  R.J.J,  was  a  repetition  of  the 
first  triumph.  Y.U.  hl.S.  completely  dominated  play  with  Kabak  con- 
trolling the  boards.    The  final  buzzer  showed  us  on  top  60-43. 

Our  next  oppenent  was  highly  rated  Barnard  of  the  Ivy  League. 
Our  team,  determined  to  avenge  last  year's  defeat,  played  a  spirited 
game  from  the  opening  tap.  Gary  Katz  played  his  usual  great  game 
keeping  the  middle  well  blocked  and  stealing  the  ball  repeatedly. 
Resnick,  Jacobson  and  hiirschfield  led  the  scoring  with  26,  20  and 
19  respectively.  The  recorded  score  was  Mini-Mites — 81,  Bears — 57. 
Following  our  55-38  defeat  of  H.I.L.I.,  there  was  talk  in  the  locker 
room  of  an  undefeated  season.  Our  record  at  this  point  stood 
at  9-0. 

Our  next  victim,  RIverdale,  was  completely  overwhelmed  by  the 
power  of  the  Yeshlva  court  machine.  Resnick,  playing  his  greatest 
game,  left  the  mouths  of  the  partisan  Riverdale  crowd  agape  with 
wonder  as  he  poured  In  shots  from  every  conceivable  angle,  hlis 
30  point  effort  was  the  second  highest  single  output  in  our  school's 
history.  With  about  three  minutes  left  In  the  game,  hiank  leaped 
high  to  block  a  Riverdale  shot,  hie  landed  with  the  full  impact  of 
his  190  pounds  on  his  left  leg,  severely  twisting  his  ankle.  Despite 
the  efforts  of  his  doctors  and  the  therapy  administered  by  Coach 
Wettstein,  the  torn  ligaments  In  Resnlck's  leg  did  not  heal.  The 
"Leaper'.'   was   grounded. 


BERNARD  KABAK  — A  sure  starter  on 
any  other  club  In  the  league,  Bernie 
played  under  the  shadow  of  Resnick  and 
Jacobson.  Seeing  action  in  17  of  our  19 
games,  he  was  our  ntimber  one  reserve 
and  constituted  an  able  replacement  for 
the   injured    Resnick. 


EDDIE  BREINAN— Eddie  exhibits  a  pro- 
fusion of  two  of  the  most  valuable  and 
important  attributes  of  a  ball  player: 
hustle  and  desire.  His  blinding  -jpeed 
and  defensive  ability  on  the  court  cou- 
pled with  his  three  years  of  varsity  ex- 
perience made  him  one  of  coach  Wett- 
stein's  most  valuable   reserves. 
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LENNY  HIRSCHFIELD— Honorable  men- 
tion, Post  All  Prep — Lenny  has  an  un- 
canny shooting  eye,  and  can  arc  the  ball 
through  the  hoop  from  almost  any  an^le. 
His  ability  ranks  him  among  the  back 
court  aces  of  Yeshiva's  history. 


Now  began  the  hectic  part  of  the  season.  In  the  next  game 
with  Flatbush  at  F.I.T.,  the  lead  see-sawed.  Going  into  the  last 
minute,  Yeshiva  found  itself  ahead  by  a  scant  two  points.  A  quick 
Flatbush  basket  and  the  score  stood  even.  With  one  second  to  go, 
Lenny  Hirschfield  got  an  on-court  pass  and  cut  the  cords  with  a 
foriy-foot  set  shot  at  the  buzzer,   giving   us  a   56-54  final   margain. 

The  most  crucial  game  of  the  year  was  with  Dodge  Vocational. 
Few  expected  us  to  vanquish  this  highly  touted  foe.  Not  one  of  their 
starters  was  under  six  feet  tall,  and  it  seemed  that  Resnick's  re- 
bounding would  be  sorely  missed.  To  our  amazement,  we  were  able 
to  hold  the  Dodge  team  to  a  one  point  edge  at  half  time,  25-24. 
An  inspiring  pep  talk  by  Coach  Wettstein  sent  back  a  rejuvenated 
team,  hielped  by  Jacobson's  fine  shooting,  we  managed  to  build 
up  a  five  point  lead  early  in  the  third  period.  Just  as  we  seemed  to 
be  running  away  with  the  game,  a  key  Dodge  time  out  settled  their 
team  down  to  a  nip-and-tuck  exchange  of  baskets.  The  score  stood 
at  50-49  in  our  favor  when  our  hopes  for  an  undefeated  season 
were  dashed  by  a  twenty-foot  Dodge  set  shot  at  the  buzzer,  result- 
ing in  a  51-50  Dodge  victory. 


In  the  next  game  we  opened  up  a  wide  first  half  lead,  but 
Ramaz's  Mel  Newman  closed  up  the  gap  and  Ramaz  tied  the  score 
in  the  final  period.  A  long  jumper  by  Jacobson  in  overtime  gave 
Yeshiva   a   59-57  win. 

Jacobson  and  hlirschfleld  engineered  the  70-42  rout  of  Flat- 
bush. "Jake"  collected  his  season  high  of  30  and  Lenny  contributed 
20.  We  then  played  a  greatly  revitalized  R.J.J,  team,  and,  with 
Resnick  on  the  bench  and  Missel  also  inactive,  we  lost  our  second 
game   40-34. 


NORMAN  NISSEL— Scrappy  little  Norm 
is  a  skillful  passer  and  a  flashy  driver. 
Barring  further  mishap,  he  and  Hirsch- 
field are  sure  to  form  one  of  our  best 
backcourt   combinations   in    recent   years. 


In  the  next  game  the  Mini-Mites  beat  Brooklyn  Yeshiva  56-37. 
Resnick,  seeing  action  for  the  first  tinne  since  his  injury,  came  off 
the  bench  to  score  14  points  in  the  last  quarter.  In  bur  second  en- 
counter with  Cathedral,  however,  we  were  swamped  59-44  despite 
some  fine  work  under  the  boards  by  Gary  Katz. 

We  recovered  by  downing  Ramaz  56-45.  Resnick  was  able  to 
contribute  substantially  once  more  with  20  points.  It  was  apparent, 
however,  that  Hank  favored  his  leg.  The  big  question  was  the  play- 
offs. 

Unfortunately,  fears  that  fHank  would  not  be  in  shape  for  the 
playoffs  were  well  founded.  "Hobbling  hienry"  proved  no  match 
for  6'4"  Norm  Rokeach,  who  came  out  of  retirement  to  lead  R.J.J, 
to  a   70-53  victory. 

In  retrospect,  we  find  that  it  was  not  a  bad  season  by  any 
standards.  We  compiled  a  15-4  record  and  took  first  place  in  the 
league,  hlowever,  we  lost  in  the  playoffs.  We  enjoyed  our  great 
moments  and  we  suffered  our  heartbreaks.  More  important,  was 
that  we  showed  good  sportsmanship  at  all  times.  Our  team  served 
Its  purpose  well  by  being  a  fine  "athletic  ambassador"  from  our 
school.  It  deserves  our  highest  praise. 

Some  say  that  had  it  not  been  for  one  bad  jump,  one  ill-timed 
defensive  effort,  the  undefeated  season  that  has  so  often  narrowly 
eluded  our  grasp  would  have  become  ours  at  last.  We  think  back 
and  realize  that  all  this  is  not  important  now.  Who  was  it  that  once 
said,  "Of  all  the  words  of  tongue  and  pen,  the  saddest  are  'it 
might  have  been'."?
